Southold Cops Probe Racist ‘Zoom Bombing”

Southold Town Police are investigating a pair of 
“Zoom bombings” — participants espousing racist 
comments in online town board meetings — but it’s 
unclear if charges will be filed, authorities said. 

The incidents were reported during a January 4 
town board meeting and a December 20 meeting of 
the Southold Town Anti-Bias Task Force, both of which 
were held via Zoom due to the coronavirus pandemic. 

“This will probably fall into the realm of a hate inci- 
dent, not a hate crime,” Southold Police Chief Martin 
Flatley told the town board during a work session on 
January 18. 

He said Southold detectives received that advice 


from Suffolk County police Hate Crimes Unit inves- 
tigators. He said Suffolk police Computer Crimes Unit 
detectives indicated that the incident didn’t meet the 
threshold for computer: crimes charges to be filed 


against the commenters because the meeting was. 


open to the public. : 

“Three unknown individuals began yelling racial 
slurs and when their audio was disconnected they con- 
tinued to type in the chatroom, continuing the racial 
slurs,” police said in a statement describing the first 
incident. “The meeting was eventually closed down. 
No identifying information was available for the three 
subjects.” 

Hate incidents such as biased comments like the 
racial slurs used in the Zoom meetings in these two 


cases are not generally crimes, but Suffolk County 
prosecutors will decide whether to pursue the case, 
as some of the comments reportedly included death 
threats. Some of the comments were made dur- 
ing the first town board meeting to include newly 
elected councilman Brian Mealy, who is the town’s 
first Black elected official. Mealy said he did not feel 
personally attacked, but the town board was con- 
cerned nonetheless. 

Flatley noted that these two incidents were neither 
the first of their kind in the town nor are they unique 
to Southold, as many local government meetings have 
had such experiences since meetings were largely 
held online over the past two years. Southold Town 
lawmakers said they will consider creating a policy 
to turn off the written comment function of the town 
board meeting Zooms in which some of the racist 
comments were made. 


Riverside Fatal Hit-and-Run Driver Sought

Southampton Town Police are asking for the pub- 
lic’s help with identifying and locating a driver who 
killed a 33-year-old homeless man and fled the scene 
in Riverside earlier this month. 

The pedestrian was struck by an SUV that took off 
without stopping on Flanders Road near Old Quogue 
Road at 6:28 p.m. on January 13, police said. The 
victim, David Humberto-Amaya, was airlifted to 
Stony Brook University Hospital, where he was 
pronounced dead. The vehicle in question is a gray 
box-style Jeep Cherokee that would have sustained 


front-end damage. 

Southampton Town detectives are continuing the 
investigation and ask anyone who has information 
on the case to call them at 631-702-2230.

New Waterfront 
Development 
Rules

The Village of Sag Harbor passed new 
zoning rules restricting development on the 
community’s popular waterfront, bringing to 
a close a debate that has proven pivotal in its 
local politics. - 

The village board voted on January 11 to 
approve new Waterfront Overlay District 
rules, capping most new buildings on the wa- 
terfront to two stories, with an option for a 
third story for structures with a public benefit — 

_and coastal access, among other regulations. 

The goal was to enact “standards that guide 
the relationship between building facades 
and the public realm and protect against 
over-development on the waterfront,” ac- 
cording to the text of the legislation. 

The village had enacted a moratorium on 
its waterfront development that was lifted 
upon passage of the zoning ordinance’s pas- 
sage. The debate of the village waterfront was . 
the main issue in last year’s village elections, 
when new Mayor James Larocca unseated 
then-Mayor Kathleen Mulcahy by a 22-vote 
margin.

Airport, Sets Stage 
for New Rules

The East Hampton Town Board voted January 20 
to close the East Hampton Airport for several days 
so that when it reopens, the town can enact new 


-Tules on flights to and from the airport. 


The town board unanimously approved the mea- 


sure to deactivate the airport on February 28 and 


then reopen it on March 4 as a private use airport 
using what’s known as a prior permission required 
framework, meaning the town will have greater con- 
trol over aircraft using the facility as well as arrival 
and departure times. 

“We are embarking on an important step in the 
town’s efforts to address aircraft noise, traffic and 
other environmental and safety concerns in East 
Hampton,” said Town Supervisor Peter Van Scoyoc. 
“Operation of a private-use airport will enable us to 
review and analyze potential changes to airport op- 
erations and make adjustments to address long-held 
community concerns.” 


The move follows a long-standing debate over the 


airport. The town had been barred from enacting 
restrictions until Federal Aviation Administration 
grant assurances expired in September. Environ- 
mentalists and neighbors complaining about noise 
called for its closure, while business leaders said that 
doing so would negatively impact the local economy. 
Options for new regulations may include curfews, 
limiting aircraft based on noise level, enacting re- 
strictions on aircraft that use leaded fuel, and po- 
tentially limiting or banning certain types of aircraft 
such as jets, helicopters or seaplanes, with rules ad- 
justed on an as-needed basis, town officials said. 
Erin King-Sweeney, executive director of the pro- 


- airport East Hampton Community Alliance, reiter- 


ated her concern with the change.

“We have been and remain strongly opposed to 
any so-called temporary closure because of all the 
risks associated with it,” she said. “I think it’s an ag- 
gressive timeline, even in the easiest of cases ... to 
try to open an airport. Our understanding is that it 
takes a heck of a lot more time to open an airport 

.. than three days. There’s a lot of procedural work 
to overcome, and I’m not sure that the contemplated 
timeline has fully addressed those hurdles.” 

The Eastern Region Helicopter Council said the 
move will shift the problems to other local airports. 

“East Hampton Town's reliance on faulty legal 
advice to close the East Hampton Airport without a 
realistic plan to have it re-open is misguided, reck- 
less and will ultimately prove disastrous for the sur- 
rounding communities,” said Loren Riegelhaupt, 
a spokeswoman for the group. “Closing the East 
Hampton Airport will not only further harm the 
local economy and potentially delay emergency re- 
sponders, but also force helicopters and other avia- 
tion to other local airports. This diverted air traffic 
to the other airports will not only exacerbate noise 
concerns and hectic air traffic but also further exac- 
erbate the already overcrowded roads.” 

FAA representatives did not immediately com- 
ment on the news. 


Suffolk COVID-19 Cases Trending Downward

The wave of Omicron variant COVID-19 cases 
appears to have crested in Suffolk County, as the 
number of new diagnoses has begun to wane fol- 
lowing the bokday surge largely fueled by family 
gatherings. 

Long Island had an 11% seven-day average per- 
centage of positive COVID-19 test results reported 
over the three-day period ending on January 23, the 


most recent date for which New York State health 


data was available as of press time. That was down. 


from a high of more than 26% in the first week 
January. ° 

“To put it in perspective how quickly the Omi- 
cron wave swept over us, on Christmas Eve we had 
416 people in our hospitals in Suffolk County. That 
number rose to 737 just one week later on New 
Year’s Day,” Suffolk County Executive Steve Bellone 
told the Long Island Association’s State of the Re- 


gion on January 21. “I’ve never seen the numbers 
move that quickly.” 

Suffolk reported more than 5,000 COVID-19 cas- 
es in a single day in early January, but that figure 
dropped to less than 1,000 by the end of the month. 
Bellone said the demand for testing at community- 
based sites has decreased as a result. 

“That has now started to come down as we have 
seen the numbers come back down,” he said. “We 
have peaked, which is a very good thing.”

ver the years, many movies have 

been filmed in the Hamptons. In 
recent years, they've presented this 
place as one of the great world-class 
resorts. Something’s Gotta Give star- 
ring Jack Nicholson is an example of 
that. Wall Street starring Mi- 
chael Douglas is another. 

There’s another group 
of films that are set in the 
current-day Hamptons, but 
in a Hamptons set-up some- 
where else because filming 
in the Hamptons has become 
ridiculously expensive. The film 
Murder in the Hamptons is an exam- 
ple of that. It was filmed in Canada. 

But Id like to take you back to years 
ago, to the early 1960s, when movies 
were made here presenting this place 
as an isolated spot where the surf rolls 
in and the morning fog covers strange 
and evil activities. © 

Case in point is the movie The Flesh 
Eaters, filmed in Montauk in 1963 and 
released for national distribution the 
following year. It terrified moviegoers 
and it created a stir. People going to 
see it were given a souvenir monster 
sponge at the door that afterwards 
they could soak in water in a sink to 
release wet red fake blood from this 
creature into their hands. 

I recall the making of this movie in 
Montauk vividly. I was an eager teen- 
ager in those years and somehow, I 
got to be a part of the production. Sort 
of. I will explain. 

There is an inn in Montauk on Old 
Montauk Highway between down- 
town and Gurney’s Montauk Resort 
& Seawater Spa that today is called 
Surfside Inn & Restaurant. It has a 
front porch that looks out over the 
ocean, a restaurant and — in those 
years — a bar, pool table, jukebox and 
dance floor where late into the night 
a singles crowd could drink and carry 
on. 

One evening I got there early, and 
I noticed there were about 15 people 
sitting around a very large table in a 
private room in the back, all eating 


dinner and reading from identical 
movie scripts, I asked Peggy, the own- 
er of Surfside about it and was told 
they were filmmakers from New York 
who had rooms upstairs, this private 
dining room on the ground floor, and, 
if I was nice to them, a garage out back 
where they kept a 10-foot-tall pa- 
per mache monster with six 
arms that was to star in the 
movie. They'd be in Mon- 
tauk for four weeks film- 
ing. 

At my request, Peggy 
took me back there and 
introduced me as the pub- 

lisher of a new local newspaper 
and asked if I could sit in. This was 
the third year I was running Dan’s 
Papers. I'd be their scribe. They said 
sure. 

The routine was to film during the 
day and in the evenings go over what 
had been done and what the plan was 
for the next day. The people around 
that table were the director, the film- 
maker, the actors, the cameramen, 
the prop people, and the makeup and 
costume people. A star in this movie 
was Martin Kosleck, an older actor, 
also there, who in earlier movies was 
often chosen to play an evil Nazi sci- 
entist out to conquer the world. This 
was not too long after World War IT. 

The plot was simple. An airplane 
pilot with a single-engine plane for 
charter had been hired to fly an over- 
the-hill actress and her secretary 
from LaGuardia Airport to Martha’s 
Vineyard for rest and relaxation. 
The opening scene is in that plane. 
The pilot is handsome, the secretary 
young and pretty, and the over-the- 
hill actress, used to being coddled 
and fussed over, is now demanding, 
sad and slightly inebriated. In a fog, 
the engine gets balky and the pilot has 
to make a forced landing on a beach 
of an island which is not even on his 
chart. The actress complains. The 
secretary is eager. The pilot says they 
must either find people or make camp. 
His radio is also out. 

The only other person on the island, 
the pilot soon discovers, is this crazy

Nazi scientist who has built a labora- 
tory tent on the beach. He is out to 
produce a substance that when put 
into the surf will kill anyone who tries 
to swim in it. He wants to bring the 
world to its knees — but otherwise he 
is nice enough. 

Every morning, we'd head out to 
the beach to film the scenes. Hardly 
anybody was at the beaches. There 
were no film permits needed, and you 
could park at any beach for free — so 
we would just take over a beach, shoo 
any tourists or sunbathers away if 
they showed up and film for the day. 

Besides attending the dinners, I 
watched much of the filming. They 
put me in one scene, or should I say, 
just outside one. It was the scientist’s 
white laboratory tent, and inside the 
scientist was trying to befriend the 
secretary, who'd come in to talk to 
him. My job, just outside the tent, 
was to shake the tent flap to simulate 
a strong wind which was supposed to 
be blowing that day. You can’t see me 
doing it. But I think that puts me in 
the movie. I guess. 

I still remember the grand finale. 
I helped carry this giant monster, its

arms waving, from out of the garage 
onto the back of a pickup truck. It was 
a grand sunny summer’s day. I then 
got in my car, a big old convertible 
with tailfins and followed the pickup 
truck down the Old Montauk High- 
way as that monster waved his arms 
and threatened me the whole way 
along the beachfront to the set on the 
sand. 

Packets of dry ice were set onto this 
beach. They caused white fog to blan- 
ket the scene. As for us stagehands, 
using ropes, we dragged the monster 
up the beach from the surf where he'd 
been born — trick photography — 
and then, amidst the chemicals, red 
blood and dead fish in the sea grow 
to 30 feet tall to get to the welcoming 
scientist purring to the monster about 
taking over the world — whom the 
monster then eats. 

Terrible. 

Thus began filming in the Hamp- 
tons. 

By the way, Jack Curtis, who direct- 
ed this film really well, conveniently 
died young after the movie came out. 
He is revered today as a great director 
whose life was cut short. 
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The Numbers Are In: \’s a Good 
Time to Be a Local Birder

In his 2005 bestseller, The Big Year: A Tale of 
Man, Nature and Fowl Obsession, author Mark 
Obmascik succinctly explains the allure of bird- 
watching, or “birding” for the more active pursuers 
of the hobby: “Birding is hunting without killing, 
preying without punishing and collecting without 
clogging your home.” 

For many, birding is an obsession that takes them 
to the ends of the earth and back in search of rare 
species and unique habitats to check off the next 
box on their list. For others, birdwatching is sim- 
ply about passively admiring our wondrous avian 
friends and neighbors at the feeder or on a lovely 
stroll through the woods. 

Here on the East End, experienced birders point 
out that the hobby is growing, especially since 
pandemic lockdowns kept people at home and 
folks began seeking things to safely pass the time. 


But the biggest birding event of the year has to be 
Audubon’s annual Christmas Bird Count (CBC), a

24-hour effort where dozens of volunteers gather. 
to observe and report on local bird populations, _ 


counting each individual species seen and heard, 
and the number of birds represented within those 
species. The results are collected from various 
15-mile-wide, circular sectors throughout the re- 
gion, and then compiled to determine the health of 
particular avian populations. 

Eventually, once all the information has been 
sent in to the Audubon Society, one of the oldest 
birding organizations of its kind, the data from all 
sectors can be. put together and used to paint an 
overall picture of our permanent resident birds and 
those migrating to and from other destinations..: 

Touted as “one of the longest-running wildlife 
censuses in the world,” the CBC just completed 
its 122nd year in December, and some of the local 
counts go back almost to the beginning.

On the North Fork for example, the Orient CBC 
took shape in 1904 when a local farmer named Roy 
Latham began the tradition, and it has continued 
every year since. “Orient is one of the oldest counts 
that’s still active,” explained John Sepenoski, a 
Southold Town GIS engineer, avid birder and cur- 
rent compiler of data for this 15-mile area, which 
covers Orient and extends west to Peconic. Another 
count zone, called simply “North Fork,” was added 
to the west of Orient this year, encompassing a 15- 
mile circle from Cutchogue to Baiting Hollow. 

Sepenoski had not completed his full report 
from this year’s CBC before press time, but he had 
enough to say biodiversity was strong in his area. 
“In Orient we tied the all-time record for number of 
species recorded,” he says. “I was hoping we would 
break it, but it didn’t happen,” Sepenoski continues, 
pointing out that 2021 was the third time Orient 
had recorded this number of species, though the 
variety differs. It would be almost impossible to 
have all the same species on the list, he explains, so 
each year is a little different from the ones it tied. 

Standout species in Orient this year included a 
rare blue-headed vireo and the striking Baltimore 
oriole, Sepenoski says, but this wasn’t the first time 
the birds have appeared on their count. 

In the Hamptons, Quogue-Water Mill CBC com- 
piler since 2004 and Group for the East End Direc- 
tor of Environmental Education Steven Biasetti’s 
completed report notes that 28 participants on 


_ five teams tallied 107 species and 11,968 individ- 


ual birds. Biasetti says his particular count dates 
back to 1949, and the 2021 numbers reflect, for the

sixth straight year, the most “distressingly low” 
number of individual birds since the 1970s, though 
he acknowledges this small sample area — just a 
15-mile-diameter circle — cannot accurately show 
big-picture problems. Still, his report notes, “This 
troubling trend merits sober consideration.” 

On the other hand, Biasetti says the Quogue- 
Water Mill count recorded some exciting and rare 
' birds, including two species that have never before 
appeared: a pink-footed goose and a clay-colored 
sparrow. Among other standouts were 12 bald 
eagles, a snowy egret, one peregrine falcon, three 
common ravens and three turkey vultures. 

“There are half a dozen species that we're seeing 
regularly now on this count that we’ve been do- 
ing since 1949, that you didn’t see for the first 50 
years,” Biasetti says. “That’s the way with nature. 
There are organisms that benefit from changes in 
the environment, and there are organisms that 
decline because of it,” he points out, adding later, 
“Bald eagles are much more common now, common 
ravens are more common now, turkey vultures are 
more common. Wild turkeys were reintroduced in 
the 1990s, but now they’re all over the place.” 

In other words, he says, “There are declines in 
certain species, and maybe some declines overall 
in individual birds, but there are some species that 
are adapting to the eastern Long Island environ- 
ment and are doing better now than they were 30 
years ago.” 

This makes it a thrilling time for birdwatchers, 
especially those who have been around long enough 
to see the changes..Northville resident and former 
Orient CBC compiler MaryLaura Lamont, a long- 
time birder, says she’s seen a lot of changes over 
nearly 50 years of bird count participation, some 
upsetting and some encouraging. “When I was a kid 
in Northport, I never saw bald eagles. Who would 
have thought I would live to see bald eagles nesting 
on Long Island,” she marvels. “It is an unbelievable 
success story for conservation when there aren't 
many success stories for conservation.” 

Lamont also points to the osprey’s comeback, 
and to the new populations of turkey vultures. “You 
never saw turkey vultures 20, 30 years ago, and

now we have them on Long Island every day of the 
year, throughout the entire year,” she says, point- 
ing out that the vultures are now nesting here, just 
like eagles. “It took eagles decades to come back, 
but they did, and now they’re nesting all over the 
place.” 

But it’s not all good news. Neotropical birds, such 
as warblers, verios and thrushes, are decreasing in 
number and “terns are in severe trouble,” Lamont 
says, noting that their numbers were once in the 
thousands. “A lot of birds are now in trouble be- 
cause of habitat loss. Climate change is certainly af- 
fecting birds,” she says, describing how robins used 
to be harbingers of spring, but now remain here 
year-round, though their numbers are still robust. 
The Quogue-Water Mill CBC recorded 473 common 
robins in December. 

With all the changes, big and small, positive and 
negative, birdwatchers have more than enough to 
look at on the East End. “There’s great avian diver- 
sity on Long Island,” Biasetti says, noting that some 
350 bird species can be found on Long Island each 
year. “It’s a variety of habitats — it’s fresh water and 
saltwater, it’s bays and oceans and harbors, and 
fields and woods. You get a good variety of habitats, 
which then bring a good variety of birds.” 

“There are a lot of birdwatching people around. 
It’s become a very popular sport, or art form if you 
want to call it that,” Lamont says. “Birds are ev- 
erywhere, all the time, throughout the year, so it’s 
something very popular that people like,” she con- 
tinues, explaining that COVID has brought even 


more people to the hobby. “A lot of people got into it 


because you couldn’t go to work, you really couldn't 
go out with people socially, so a lot of people started 
concentrating on looking at the birds in their yard. 
I’ve been told this by so many new birders, that 
that’s how they started. They started watching the 
birds in their yard because they were housebound.” 

And the best part, though tools such as binocu- 
lars, a notebook and field guides are helpful, all one 
really needs is a pair of eyes.

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Honoring This Week’s Cover Artist: 


Charles Wildbank

Be Papers favorite Charles Wildbank returns 
to the cover with another stunning work of 
photorealism. We spoke to him about this week’s 
2020-inspired cover art, his most inspirational mo- 
ments of 2021 and his goals for 2022. 


What inspired this week’s cover art, “Grand 
Florale: 2020?” 

A moment of inspiration struck me on a sunny 
spring day of 2020 with.all the daffodils opening 


up in streams of riotous color, almost every variety . 
collected. The garden was breathtakingly beautiful, | 


but all the world was being held hostage in a seem- 
ingly perpetual lockdown. In spirit of renewed but 
cautious cheer, I got this idea of an obscenely profuse 
floral arrangement to memorialize the year 2020 and 
contacted my floral designer friend, Andrew Pascoe, 
whom I’ve collaborated with, on and off, over a span 
of 25 years. During spring of 2021, I brought my bun- 
dle of daffodils over to Andrew’s shop in Oyster Bay 
and we got to work together in the back of his shop 
with my camera. There was a catch to this project: I 
wanted this floral painting to reflect the disturbance 
of that year 2020. The result is what we have in view 
on the cover today. 


How was this piece created? 

The photographs are reviewed and edited thought- 
fully on my laptop. Extra features are edited into the 
floral setup to signify best our dreaded lockdown ex- 
perience. I’ve added some living creatures, a cat and 
a bird, as natural enemies for tension among several 
symbolic items into the arrangement including my 


COVID face mask in its periphery spread across the . 


edge of its table. In midst of all this sits a bronze 
statuette of Buddha from my personal collection, as 
having two faces, happy or sad, like the Roman god 
Janus. This Buddha is showing to have no ears, so I'd 
like that to represent my deafness also. 

To start this project, a large canvas 10 feet wide 
and 12 feet long was prepared and heavily primed 
with two coats of white gesso paint and charted 
lightly with a grid of 99 squares marked in penciled 
crosshairs. Without need of scaffolding for this giant 
canvas inside my studio, I rolled away half of it so 
that only 6 feet height of working canvas space faces 
me directly within my arm’s reach in all directions. I 
would spend months working on this lower first half 
until completed before I unroll the remaining top 
blank canvas portion to finish later. The entire paint- 
ing took me approximately six months, although I 
admit to sneaking away for a few trips abroad thus 
giving my aching muscles their deserved break. With 
the end of the year as my estimated date of comple- 
tion, I found myself burning the midnight oil as its 
deadline loomed near. Typically, I'd spend a solid 
day on just one flower head or two. Most challeng- 


ing were the endless folds of rose petals with its very 
subtle hues of varying colors blending together. 

In all, my objective for this painting is to convey 
that climate of fear, uncertainty, doubt and that 
pending danger having permeated all throughout the 
year 2020. Contrasting all this would be that sooth- 
ing effect of the multitude of colorful flowers signify- 
ing hope and the diversity of the world’s people. I'd 
christen this mural as the “Grand Florale” as if a final 
note to a tragic performance. 


What makes this artwork such an ideal fit 
for a Dan’s Papers cover, and what does this 
bring your total number of covers to? 

What a better way to celebrate that most of us 
have made it through that dark year 2020 into the 
new year to this day! ... I have lost count of how 
many art covers I have done for this popular Dan’s 
Papers magazine. Could this be my 18th cover art? 
Thank you for having included my art contributions 
through all these years! 


How do you approach capturing the living 
essence of your painting subjects? 

The artistic act of creation can be a blur of intense 
activity for its creator. In hindsight, I noticed that 
I took extra care to employ the tools of illusion of 
depth, and that includes transitions of heavy satura- 
tion of color toward weaker hues, sharp focus in cer- 
tain areas toward soft blur effects, and a play of light 
against the shadows. All of these visual effects are in- 
tended to help guide the viewer, myself included, into 
the depths of the scene in order that we can become 
part of that scene in some kind of engaging illusion- 
ary envelopment. If its effect is trancelike then it is 
working to my satisfaction. The overall idea is to in- 
still through illumination the effect of appearance of 
a gentle sun appearing through the dark clouds after 
a storm has passed. 


What was one of the most exciting or inspi- 
rational moments of 2021 for you? 

As each day of the year 2020 has passed inside 
my studio, I became increasingly overtaken and ab- 
sorbed into this mural. Each passing day, much to my 
delight, each completed flower would sing out its full 
color coming into life within my studio in increments. 
Punctuated into my schedule were my spontaneous 
trips to Florence, Italy for its art treasures and to 
Jordan for its geological and archeological wonders 
at Petra and Wadi Rum. What was satisfying about 
these trips is that I was able to redeem those credit 
vouchers from those COVID-cancelled reservations 
of 2020. It was my fifth visit of a lifetime to Florence, 
and I got to know this wonderful city more afoot. In 
Jordan, for the first time, I rented a car and navigat- 
ed the entire country from the Syrian border in the 
north, down south, flanked by Dead Sea, down to the 
Red Sea for snorkeling. Wadi Rum, just a short drive

from the Red Sea port, is like the Grand Canyon of 
Jordan and great for camping. Daily temperatures 
of 106 by the day would simmer down to more com- 
fortable lower 70s at night. I slept beneath the starry 
heavens as my canopy through the night observing 
the Milky Way overhead for the first time. I was alone 
throughout most of the trip, save for a few meetings 
with old friends in town by day. COVID protection 
was foremost in mind as I had wished to be able to 
pass the COVID tests in order to safely return to my 
studio to complete the much awaited mural. Needless 
to stay, the year 2021 has contrasted greatly against 
the relatively dim sedentary year of 2020. 

To top it off for 2021, the “Grand Florale” has been 
sold quickly within days of its unveiling. I am happy 
that this painting has found its home in a lovely spa- 
cious Long Island home of one of my art collectors, 
a beautiful family who share a great passion for art 
and living. 


What are some projects you sat i to accom- 
plish in 2022? 

There are some large mural developments i in mind 
and not unlike the “Grand Florale” mural, I wish to 
incorporate the archaic with the contemporary, al- 
most appearing as anachronisms. That “Grand Flo- 
rale” piece has incorporated some of the earlier tradi- 
tions of the Dutch masters of the Golden Age in 14th 
century. Upon first glance, my painting would appear 
like a Flemish floral save for its objects from the 21st 
century in view. I would liken that to some form of 
neo-classic realism.

Dan’s Papers Covers 
Are Reimagined in 
New Art Exhibition

e artworks featured on Dan’s 


Papers covers hold a special place 
in the hearts of many East End resi- 
dents and visitors. Whether it’s simple 
aesthetic appreciation or something 
more complex, tangled into feelings of 
nostalgia and longing for bygone sum- 
mers, younger days and memories, it’s 
not uncommon for people to save their 
favorites. One family even papered 
their basement walls with week after 
week of Dan’s covers. And, of course, 
any local artist will tell you what a 
thrill and honor it is to be chosen for 
a cover, to become part of this legacy. 

Now, East End Arts (EEA) in River- 
head is celebrating 35 years of Dan’s 
Papers cover art with their 2022 mem- 
bers show, Dan’s Reimagined, open 
this Friday, January 29 through Fri- 
day, March 4. 

For this innovative exhibition, EEA 
asked members to look back through 
the history of Dan’s Papers covers, find 
one that inspired them and interpret it 
in their own style. The resulting works 
span a wide range of media and styles 
— some directly recreating past cov- 
ers, while others take the image some- 
where quite different than the original. 

Dan’s Reimagined is the brainchild 


of EEA Membership + 
Gallery Manager Wendy 
Weiss, who came up with 
the idea, on her own, in- 
dependently from Dan's 


Vicki Schneps, founder 
Dan Rattiner and the 


Weiss their stamp of ap- 
proval after she shared 
her idea. 

“I wanted to do some- 
thing really unique that 
had never been done 
before, and I wanted it 
to be something that 


all mediums,” Weiss 
explains. “I grew up in 
Bridgehampton, literally 
around the corner from 
the old Dan’s office on 
Montauk Highway,” she 
adds, describing her connection to this 
newspaper. “Dan’s has always been 
something that’s part of my roots.” 
More importantly, Weiss says she 
ran the concept past some EEA mem- 
ber artists, and they loved it. Among 
those she consulted was April 20, 
2018 Dan’s Papers cover artist Adam 
Straus, who told Weiss how much be- 
ing selected for a cover had meant to 
him. For the show, Straus chose to in- 
terpret radio icon and talented painter 
Howard Stern’s recent July 16, 2021 
cover, reproducing the same Deerfield 
Road (Water Mill) scene in a lovely 
mixed media piece incorporating 
Dan’s Papers pages and oil paint, and 
adding to it a large, red balloon. He 
titled it “Balloon Over Howard Stern.” 
“What’s super cool about this show 
is that it does have a full breadth of 
different mediums — we've got water-

in there, we've got 3D installations, 


we'll have neon, we have fiber art, we 


have literary art, where a writer took 
a cover and it inspired a short story,” 
Weiss says, also adding photography 
to the extensive list. “We have a cou- 
ple of past cover artists participating 
as well — one of which reimagined his 
own cover,” she continues, referencing 
Straus and April 23, 1999 cover artist

Glen Hansen, who used physical cop- 
ies of his issue to make a pair of con- 
ceptual pieces. 

One of Hansen’s interpretations, 
“Hanksy Original,” follows British 
street artist Banksy’s lead, shredding 
half the cover and hanging it out of 
a frame, just as Banksy did with his 
2018 piece “Girl with Balloon” mo- 
ments after it was sold for $1.4 mil- 
lion at auction. As the gavel dropped, 
a shredder built into the frame de- 
voured half the painting, causing an 
art-world sensation. Later, the in- 
famous piece, now titled “Love Is in 
the Bin,” fetched $25.4 million at an 
October 2021 auction, making it the. 
highest priced Banksy to date. For 
his second piece in the show, Hansen 
cut his art out of his cover and titled 
it “Appropriate This, Prince,” in honor 
of controversial appropriation artist 
Richard Prince. 

In an example of a cover going 3D, 
artist Sherry David created two balls 


of denim scraps, one 14 inches and 


one 20 inches, after Christopher Lu- 
core’s November 5, 2021 Dan’s Pa- 
pers cover. Meanwhile, artist Neil 


B. Young, created a 3.5-inch plaster . 


of Paris sculpture of The Big Duck, 
which Mike Stanko painted for the 
December 8, 2017 Dan’s cover. Anoth- 


er. artist, Eileen Kelly, painted “The 


Journey Within,” her acrylic and im- 
pasto interpretation of the very first 
Dan’s Papers cover art, painted by 
Elaine de Kooning for the September 
11, 1987 issue. The list goes on and on. 

“It’s just been really fan. Everybody 
is having so much fun creating things. 


Some people are getting really kind 


of obscure, and some people are just 
using new techniques and new colors,” 
Weiss says, clearly pleased with the ex- 
citing show she’s put together. 

“I had read an article about the cov- 
ers and how (Dan Rattiner) had this 
idea, and a lot of people thought it was 
a terrible idea, but he was like, ‘No, I 
think you’re wrong, and I’m just going 
to do it anyway!’ And I love that,” Weiss 
adds. “It’s such a great story of origin for 
how the covers became what they are. 


I thought that was super cool, and had 


he not had that grit, it never would’ve

2020 Brooklyn Oenology | 


Broken Land

t’s time for something completely different: 2020 

Brooklyn Oenology Broken Land, aka orange 
wine. If you're looking to try something both ancient 
and unique, look no further than orange wine. 

A brief history of orange wine: Orange wine has 
roots dating back thousands of years to regions in 
the current day country of Georgia. In the last 20 
years, orange wine has experienced a rebirth. It’s 
produced from white wine grapes with skin contact. 
Rosé is produced from red wine grapes and skin 
contact. But that is where any similarity ends. Or- 
ange wine has longer skin contact than rosé, and that 
contact imparts much more than just a tint of color. 
That contact gives orange wine strong, structured 
tannins and a robust bold taste. Tasting notes for an 
orange wine are quite different than red, white or 
rosé. Words like sour, funk or notes of bruised apple 
are not unexpected. It is suggested that orange wine 
should be served chilled, though some suggest serv- 
ing it less chilled than white wine. 


Broken Land — the literal English translation of 
“Breuckelen,” the original Dutch name for Brook- 
lyn — is created by Long Island winemaker Alie 
Shaper of Brooklyn Oenology. Pinot gris, gewitirz- 
traminer and sauvignon blanc varietals are pres- 
ent in this wine, but don’t look for the expected 
flavors of any of these wines. Instead, one might 
taste orange zest, nuts and saffron. This wine is 
reminiscent of Cognac. Pairing suggestions from 
Chronicle Wines are pork, robust fish, squash, 
pasta with white sauce, melon with figs and pro- 
sciutto, roasted vegetables or medium-bodied 
cheeses. But don’t rule out dark chocolate. Again, 
the serving suggestion is to serve less chilled than 
white wine, but this wine is savory and bold — so 
savory and bold that it sips delightfully over ice. 
The ice slightly softens the tannins. Orange wine 
can also be used to create wine cocktails.

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Indigenous Mother’s Wisdom: 
The Stories of Your Parents Are Your Legacy —

f I try really hard, I can still conjure up the smell 

of my grandmother's cooking: The peas and rice 
she made on Sundays at her home on the Shinnecock 
Indian Reservation, the oatmeal she made me when 
I spent the night at her Bronx apartment as a child, 
the cornmeal in the pot or cornbread out of the oven. 
I also remember my mother’s gait, the way her face 
changed when she was about the laugh, the 
warmth of her embrace, how she told sto- 
ries about my great grandmother, Isabel, 
from Montserrat. Perhaps you can do 
the same with memories of your own 
relatives, long gone. 

Some days, this feels hard to do, 
because time keeps passing, and as I 
grow older myself, memories rise and 
fade like the cadence of their voices 
I once knew so well. Fourteen years 
gone, it feels ever more important to 
hold fast to my mother’s voice, her 
face, her energy, for my own children who never met 
her. All of our stories are in grave danger of being lost 
— forgotten, when we neglect to share them with the 
next generations. 

Fortunately for me, the stories of my Shinnecock 
mother and grandmother do still remain, and it’s be- 
cause of the way my richly textured family ancestry 
was shared: matrilineally. In 2019 and early 2020, as 
the world frantically tried to find footing in the on- 
going pandemic, I had the opportunity to help docu- 
ment Shinnecock elder stories in the documentary 
1,000 Years a Witness. In partnership with Bulldog 
Studios and the Ojibway-helmed Three Fires Film, I 
was honored to record the recently late Lubin Hunter 
(a cousin of mine on my mother’s side who died last 
week at the age of 104), and share his early and pre- 
scient thoughts on racial equality and integration in 
the military while serving in World War II. He spoke 
of how during the hurricane of 1938, Shinnecocks 
provided Southampton residents with clean drink- 
ing water from our wells, free of charge, when the in- 
town plumbing was destroyed — despite the glaring 
economic disparities between the two populations

that still persist today. Other elders spoke of a qui- 
eter life on the Shinnecock Reservation growing up, 
our traditions, living essentially between two worlds, 
and the trauma of being sent away to American In- 
dian boarding schools. 

Oral tradition, or the passing of stories by spo- 
ken word versus the written word, is particularly 
prevalent in matrilineal societies. Native American 
women have always held tremendously important 

roles for our people, particularly before Euro- 
pean contact. These responsibilities were not 


social, political and economic. 

The Five (eventually Six) Nations of 
the Iroquois Confederation were matri- 
lineal, and their governance reflected 

this. Women were the keepers and 
supporters of so many vital aspects of 
Native American societies: We decided 
which men would be chief (which does 
beg the question of why in a matriar- 
chal construct, we wouldn’t select one 
of our own as leader, but that’s a longer discussion), 
and equally had the power to remove an unworthy 
chief. We passed both membership in our clans and 
material items down to the next generations, but 
maybe of greatest value, we passed our stories. 

Notably, in our cultural creation stories, not only 

did women create life by giving birth, but we also 
birthed the most important entity our Native culture 
sees as animate — our Mother Earth. It was my own 
late mother, Barbara — a teacher, social worker and 
social justice activist — whose stories moved me to 
capture my own, and those of others. She was one of 
only a few women of color to get a doctorate from Co- 
lumbia University in the ’80s. Barbara gave her time 
and energy to her students (and even strangers on 
the street) for decades, helping them through school, 
relationships, unwanted pregnancies, abuse, des- 
peration, and often triumphantly, later, graduation. 

Mom thought family story saving was one of the 
most important obligations of women in the family, 
mirroring Native American oral history traditions 
and the conservation philosophy of the Seventh Gen- 
eration. When my mother and I stood in the doorway 
of the UNESCO slave memorial off the coast of Da- 


kar, Senegal in 2005, on the one international trip 


we took together, I felt powerfully the meaning of our 
shared history of genocide as descendants of African 
slaves and as Native American Indigenous people. It 
was only after her death that I began the practice of 
using story saving to further my understanding of 
history — my own, and yours. 

Storytelling and saving are ways to help people 
connect around ideas and values that run in fami- 
lies, and preserve them. In our fractured and busy 
day-to-day modern lives, it’s easy to forget the im- 
portance of listening. Western culture has always 
placed a premium on being the biggest, the best, the 


just family-related, but, as they should be, .

loudest and most attention-getting in any room. By 
contrast, Native American (and more broadly, Indig- 
enous cultures the world around) have emphasized 
the opposite: We were taught that sitting down to 
listen, to respect and really hear our mother’s or 


grandmother's stories was most important. And it is 


that value system and practice of listening that helps 
Native people sew the cultural fabric that educates 
and supports our next Seven Generations. 

All of our elders have a rich legacy to leave and wis- 
dom to impart. Our very lives, we owe to them. In 
reading this, I hope you walk away with a sort of gift 
you'll use this year: That’s the foresight to start talk- 
ing to your mother, your grandmother, your father, 
uncles and aunts. Pre- 
serve your family’s legacy 
now, while you still can. 
Not doing so is a regret 
you should live without.

Hamptons Soul: 


Reflections on the Congregation 
Beth Israel Hostage Situation 


THOUGH MANY RELIGIOUS LEADERS WISH TO OPEN THEIR DOORS TO ALL, THERE’S SADLY AN INHERENT RISK THAT MUST BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT WHEN DOING SO. 


Whenever I drive by a church on a Sunday morning, my 
eyes are drawn to the wide open doors inviting in anyone 
who seeks to worship. For Christians, the church doors 
swung open symbolizes a community that welcomes in 
all who are in need of its services. I admit, I’m quite envi- 

ous of the church's ability to open their doors to the world. 

Synagogues and other Jewish institutions are not so fortunate. 

While we esteem the value of being a warm and welcoming pres- 

ence, we also have the responsibility to ensure the safety of our com- 

munities, and leaving synagogue doors wide open is simply not an option in today’s 
antisemitic climate. 

The Jewish world was reminded of the dangers the outside world pose just a little 
over a week ago when a rabbi in Colleyville, Texas unlocked the doors of his synagogue 
to welcome a stranger in for a cup of tea. The stranger turned out to be a deranged 
gunman who held the rabbi and three worshippers hostage for 11 hours because he be- 
lieved the Jewish people possessed the power to release a terrorist from prison. “Jews 
control the world, Jews control the media, Jews control the banks,” he shouted at the 
hostages. Sadly, this is what happens when our doors are open to the world. Within the 
last few years, Jewish communities have been held under siege in Pittsburgh, Poway, 
Muncy, Jersey City and now Colleyville. 

When rabbis around the country followed the story, we all thought the same thing: 
“That could be me!” Every time I see a new face in the pews, part of me wonders wheth- 
er our synagogue will be the next target of an antisemitic terrorist attack. I wholeheart- 
edly wish I didn’t have to welcome every guest into our community with apprehension, 
but that’s the reality that rabbis and Jewish communities face. I’m jealous of the wide 
open doors I see at churches, and I wish that Jewish communities didn’t have to focus 
so much of our attention on how to lockdown our buildings. I'd rather be spending my 
time studying scripture than attending a security training class. I pray that the day 
will come when we can feel safe enough to strip the locks off our entrances and let our 
doors hang permanently open — but I’m not holding my breath. 


The recent hostage crisis at Congregation 
Beth Israel in Colleyville, Texas struck us with 
fear and caused our hearts to sink with dis- 
gust. The senseless, antisemitic act of terror- 
ism plunged us into a whirl of emotions as we 

faced the underbelly of humanity, and our vul- 
nerability to the violence of the senseless. In all 

of the coverage I read, one snippet stands out most. 

The Associated Press made mention of one Ruth Salton. 

The 100-year-old Holocaust survivor insisted, over the objections of her 

no-doubt well-intended daughter, that she would attend synagogue, just 
a week after the ordeal. 

Antisemitism, like all forms of prejudice and bigotry, is terrorism. It is 
intended to intimidate, frighten, subdue. It is meant to break the heart 
of the victim, to dampen the faith of the believer. Religious persecution 
and racial prejudice dominate the darkest chapters of human history, 
but in the final analysis, the darkest chapters of human history will not 
(and must not be allowed to) dominate the story of humanity. Time and 
time again, God inspired people to meet persecution with courage, with 
persistence, with faith and with love. : 

So, just as 100-year-old Ruth Salton will not be intimidated and will 
insist to offer her prayers — with her people, to her God, in her syna- 
gogue — and just as Rabbi Charlie Cytron-Walker refused to be-the vic- 
tim and instead lead the escape from the gunman; so too, all people 
of good-will must take courage. We must take the courage to stand in 
solidarity with the oppressed, to stand in defense of the persecuted, to 
stand with compassion for the downtrodden. We must not allow the 
threats of madmen and hate-mongers to close our hearts or silence our 
prayers. Instead, let us follow the example of Ruth Salton. Let us turn 
our eyes heavenward, as we stand with courage.

WW: all experiencing COVID fatigue. Facial expres- 
sions and smiles are hidden. This will have pro- 
found effects on the current generation of children. 

Like all other pandemics, this too shall pass. The silver 
lining of the highly contagious Omicron variant is that 
we are speeding towards some higher level of herd im- 
munity. The Omicron COVID-19 variant is still making 
people quite sick, especially the unvaccinated, at a rate of 
five times greater than the vaccinated. The good news is 
that there are fewer ICU admissions in vaccinated people 
with 85% of hospital admissions being the unvaccinated. 

The NCAA Medical Advisory Group published.a state- 
ment saying individuals within 90 days of a documented 
COVID-19 infection fall within the equivalent of fully 
vaccinated. This will open the door for other organiza- 
tions to consider natural immunity-as fully vaccinated. 
How long protection lasts from natural immunity has 
yet to be finalized. A blood test for spike protein antibody 
titers may be helpful in following immunity levels.

CATERING TO THE HAMPTONS FOR OVER 40 YEARS 
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From Live Music to Fine Dining, 
the North Fork Celebrates Winterfest —

t’s beginning to look a lot like Winterfest. 
North Fork vineyards, breweries, lodging 
properties and other venues are rolling out live 
music, special menus, unique activities and dis- 
count packages for the annual celebration, which 
this year runs for the entire month of February. 

Planning for Winterfest was tricky, with the 
Omicron variant of COVID-i9 plowing through 
Long Island in January. 

“Unfortunately, were working with a few 
challenges,” says lead organizer Diane Tucci, 
CEO of Main Street Agency in Riverhead. The 
annual Winterfest kickoff party, a social food- 
and-beverage sampling event whose goal is 
typically “to get as many people in the room as 
possible,” was canceled for the second year in a 
row, and some other events have been scaled 
back. 

But compared with a year ago — when many 
venues were closed and live music was virtually 
nonexistent — Winterfest is getting back on track. 

“We're happy to see live music return for this 
year,” Tucci says. “You will find it at Hotel Indi- 
go’s Bistro 72, Jamesport Farm Brewery and Twin 
Fork (Beer Company), among others.” 

Bistro 72 — the restaurant in the Hotel Indigo 
in Riverhead — will have live music on Friday 
and Saturday evenings from 6-9 p.m., along with 
a special prix fixe Winterfest menu (in addition 
to the regular menu). The entertainment lineup 
will include Bakithi Kumalo on Saturday, Febru- 
ary 26. The South African bassist, composer and 
vocalist, who is best known for performing on 
Paul Simon’s Graceland album, is a Winterfest 
veteran. 

“Bakithi is one of our favorite performers, and 
he’s excited to be returning this year,” says Kris- 
ten Reyes, vice president of operations for the 
hotel. 

The Jamesport Farm Brewery in Riverhead will 
be serving up live music on Saturday afternoons 
from 1-5 p.m., with artists Jay Shephard, Gene 
Casey, Wandering Time and Rob Europe on tap 
along with the brewery’s newest releases: Gentle- 
man Joe, a porter, and The Kurgan, a Scotch ale. 
Looking ahead to March, the brewery is bringing 
back its annual Mardi Gras and Parrotheads vs. 
Deadheads events. 

“These will also have live music, and costumes 
are encouraged,” adds Ashley Dunlop, tasting 
room manager. 

Sannino Vineyard, which moved into a new 
tasting room on County Road 48 in Cutchogue in 
September 2019, has a February lineup that will 
include wine and doughnut pairings, wine and 
macaron pairings, trivia nights and a build-your-

own-cheeseboard event. 

“We usually see a lot of new faces for Winter- 
fest,” says co-owner Lisa Sannino. “People are 
looking for things to do.” 

With Valentine’s Day falling within the month, 
special themed events will include the ChocoVino- 
Valentine’s Dinner at the Long Island Aquarium 
in Riverhead on Saturday, February 12, featuring 
chocolate, wine and a five-course gourmet dinner 
amid the aquatic displays. 

Continuing a pandemic-era trend, organizers 
will promote plenty of outdoor experiences for 
both visitors and locals. 

“This was new for us last year and it was well- 
received, and so we'll continue,” Tucci says. 

Some venues have heated outdoor areas, 
like the Hotel Indigo, where revelers can sit 
on comfy sofas around the large outdoor fire- 
place and order from a special winter cocktail 
menu. 

Originally a six-week event when it launched 
in 2007, Long Island Winterfest began with a fo- 
cus on jazz and the North Fork vineyards, before 
expanding to other musical genres and venues as 


well as the broader region. 

“Working in partnership with Discover Long Is- 
land, we began to take the event to the South Fork 
as well and expanded into the whole East End,” 
Tucci says. “Winterfest brought a lot of business 
to the vineyards, but eventually the craft brewer- 
ies that have been popping up began to latch on 


-to the concept, and over the past few years there 


have been more breweries hosting events than the 
vineyards.” 

Today, the over-arching focus of Winterfest is to 
highlight the culture on the East End. 

“We know thousands of people have been

following Winterfest for almost two decades - 


now and they are looking to come out here and 
find things to do, so we will keep providing the 
best resources we can as we find them,” Tucci 
says. “From music to hiking, it’s all about en- 
joying our beautiful part of the world in the 
winter.”

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New Suffolk Theater 
Director Shakes Up 
Programming, Dining & 
Riverhead Community

t seems like only yesterday when 

Suffolk Theater fans blinked and 
there was suddenly a new executive 
director in place — with Gary Hygom 
recently stepping in to replace eight- 
year director Dan Binderman. And 
Hygom is fast at work re-envisioning 
the theater with a more diverse series 
of programming, a new dinner theater 
model and an emphasis on bolstering 
the downtown Riverhead community. 

Throughout his 35 years in the 
professional theater industry, Hygom 
has directed a number of Long Is- 
land venues in some capacity, includ- 
ing BroadHollow Theatre Company, 
Guild Hall, Bay Street Theater and 
Patchogue Theatre for the Performing 
Arts. During his nearly 20-year stint 
at Bay Street, a largely summer gig in 
the early 2000s, he also served as tour 
manager for singer-songwriter Phoebe 
Snow — an experience he feels taught 
him “all the lessons I needed to know 
about the music industry.” 

His last position at Patchogue The- 
atre ended abruptly when the staff was 
laid off in the early months of the pan- 
demic, but luckily his familiarity with 
Binderman put him on the Suffolk 
Theater owners’ radar when the direc- 
_ tor announced his leaving last fall. 

“Tm thrilled to be here, especially 
after the mess that was Patchogue. 
It’s good to have a new home,” Hygom 


says, adding, “I think Suffolk Theater: 


has become almost one of the best- 
kept secrets on Long Island. It is such 
a unique venue — a beautiful Art Deco 
venue, and that has been talked about 
quite a bit — design-wise, it’s spectacu- 
lar, the history of it is spectacular. But 
as a venue to come see a show, there is 
nothing like it on Long Island.” 

Of his many goals for Suffolk The- 
ater, Hygom expresses the most urgent 
desire to mix up the venue’s roster of 
acts and the limited number of genres 
they perform. 

“I have a few goals, but first and 
foremost is to diversify what we do 
here,” he says. “Dan Binderman, my 
predecessor, really found a great niche 
for the theater in presenting a lot of 
‘60s and early ’70s genre music, with 


some departures. ... What I want to do 
is grow that, expand on that and really 
start to bring in jazz — there is a blues 
market here, which is really excit- 
ing — but expand to newer and more 
different forms of rock ’n’ roll, expand 
country more and really start to bring 
in family and children’s programming. 
There’s just not a lot of that on the is- 
land, and I think that’s a market that’s 
way underserved.” 

A fan of traditional theater perfor- 
mances, Hygom hopes to introduce 
small, intimate pieces of theater by lo- 
cal talent in the coming months, serv- 
ing as a stepping stone until Suffolk 
Theater can one day realize their long- 
drawn-out blueprints for an expanded 
stage, dressing rooms, loading dock 
and everything else needed for full- 
scale theatrical productions. Before 
the eventual redesign, patrons can 
expect improved lighting and sound 
systems in the near future. 

Helping to introduce film and concert 
series to Bay Street during his tenure 
there, Hygom also sees a need for a 
wide variety of series to be introduced 
to Suffolk — from shows featuring local 
musicians to comedy and films. 

“Tm a huge fan of those because it’s 
just so much easier for people to relate 
to — they can look at one series because 
that’s what they love — and because it 
very obviously shows the diversity of the 
venue at one quick glance,” he explains. 
But Suffolk Theater is more than your 
typical venue, with its dining service 
setting the “full-blown theater” apart 
from its Long Island contemporaries, so 
its series will also take advantage of this 
aspect. Hygom proposes a round-the- 
world supper club series, with themed 
evenings blending the music and cui- 
sine of different cultures (i.e. an Irish 
band and meal on St. Patrick’s Day). 

“The venue itself can add in such a 
big way to the experience of the show 
that most places can’t do ... everything 
rests on the shoulders of the performers 
and the interaction they have with an 
audience,” he says. “Here, you can really 
augment and support that with food 
or creating a different environment in 
some way. It’s kind of fun, and it’s really 
forcing me to rethink and examine how 
concerts and theater are presented to

‘an audience and how to do them in dif- 


ferent ways. ... I really thrive on that. I 
love the challenge of it.” 

On the topic of food, the dining as- 
pect is already in transition under Hy- 
gom’s leadership with the goal being 
something equally satisfying but more 
logistically feasible given the venue’s 
flexible 430 to 650 seats. The new 
model will replace large entrees and 
steak dinners with small plates, such 
as appetizers and desserts, which will 
allow Suffolk’s chefs-in-residence to 
deliver food to audience members fast- 
er. Hygom is in talks with the Suffolk 
County Community College Culinary 
School and several local restaurants 
about potential partnerships for the 
small plates, but until the new model 
is ready to launch, the venue is offering 
snack concessions in addition to their 
full bar and cocktail menu. 

One key reason for Hygom’s deci- 
sion to scale back the dining menu 
is a desire to support the downtown 


Riverhead community. With great- 


restaurants like Tweed’s, Jerry & the 
Mermaid, Cliffs Rendezvous and 
Spicy’s dotted along Main Street, Suf- 
folk Theater patrons are now encour- 
aged to enjoy dinner (and maybe a 


bit of shopping) before coming to the, 


venue for dessert and a show. Ideally, 
patrons would make a day of their trip 
to Riverhead with stops at the Suffolk 
County Historical Society Museum, 


Long Island Aquarium, Long Island 
Science Center or East End Arts, as 
well. 

Hygom’s desire to bolster Riverhead 
alongside Suffolk Theater is clear, and 
it’s all part of his “imperative” goal to 
be a greater part of the community, 
like a “modern-day meetinghouse,” 
willing to host town press conferences 
and forums, sports and award show 
viewing -parties, charity galas and 
more. 

“I learned this lesson years ago at 
Bay Street, and it flourished even more 
in my time at Patchogue, that venues 
need to support the town or village 
around them,” he says. “That’s a big 
goal of mine in Riverhead. This town 
has struggled for many years, and it is 
experiencing what I think is the cusp 
of a real resurgence. It’s an exciting 
time for Riverhead. It was a thriving 
town in its day; when I was a kid, this 
is where we came to shop. Then every- 
thing kind of moved to Route 58 with 
shopping malls, Tangers, K-Marts and 
such. They are working to bring that 
back and make Main Street unique.” 

He adds, “This Main Street has 
all the makings for a really exciting, 
thriving place, and I think we have to 
be a huge part of that and really help 
drive that.”

An Ode to Love Lane

s the Main Road curves east in 
attituck, Love Lane sits discreet- 
ly on the left, replete with all the heart 
desires. This short blocks a slice of his- 
toric Mattituck, lined with small shops 
inviting customers inside. It is a step 
back in time, “a little slice of hometown 
America you don’t really see anymore,” 
according to Michael Affatato, owner of 
The Village Cheese Shop. 
_ The heart of downtown Mattituck 
is beloved by both locals and visitors, 
Love Lane is actually three blocks 
long, winding north and ending at the 
shore of Mattituck Inlet. But its real 
center is the one-block stretch from 
the Main Road to Pike Street. On this 
one block are over a dozen small busi- 
nesses, many woman-owned, offering 
everything from cheese platters to local 
wine, flowers to jewelry. 

“Small businesses love what they do 
and are a big part of the local commu- 
nity,” says Lauren Lombardi of Lom- 
bardi’s Love Lane Market, who calls 
Love Lane “a quaint little street with so 
much love.” 

The street was originally waned 
Railroad Avenue when the Long Island 
Rail Road arrived in Mattituck in 1844. 

The train station is a short walk down 
Pike Street. The path winding from the 
train station to the Mattituck Inlet, fre- 
quented by lovers seeking privacy and a 

“scenic view, came to be known as Love 
Lane, and later the name extended to 

- the whole street. 

While Love Lane has come a long 

.way — old-timers remember a laun- 
dromat and several dusty storefronts 
— it retains its down-home character. 
The block is anchored by the post of- 
fice and corner hardware store, its 
scuffed wooden floor a testament to 
its history. Locals have come to this 
block for generations, and it is still the 
heart of the roughly 9-acre hamlet. Its 
charm — and the appeal of being able 
to find good local food and products 
close to home — draws in residents of 
neighboring Laurel, New Suffolk and 
Cutchogue. 

“Love Lane has Mest a destina- 
tion for a lot of people who head to 
the North Fork, but it’s a staple for the 
local residents, as well,” says Chelsea 
Chalone, co-owner of Love Lane Sweet 
Shoppe. 

While the street is a destination in all 
seasons, there is no more perfect time 
to visit Love Lane than Valentine’s Day.

Lubin Walter Hunter, Eldest Shinnecock 
Nation Citizen, Dies at 104

| Bac Walter Hunter, the eldest citi- 
en of the Shinnecock Nation and 
the eldest World War II veteran on the 
East End, died on January 17, 2022, at 
his home on the Shinnecock Territory. 
He was 104. 

Hunter was an advocate for social 
justice, particularly housing reforms, 
and he worked tirelessly in the com- 
munities he called home throughout his 
life, from Queens to Shinnecock. Stoic 
and reserved, he never looked for ac- 
colades, but the proof was in the legacy 
he leaves behind, as someone who truly 
loved his family, his community and his 
people — a story his family hopes will 
reverberate for generations to come. 

In his family's home on the Shin- 
necock Territory, Hunter was born on 
May 28, 1917 — seven years before Na- 
tive Americans were even granted rec- 
ognized U.S. citizenship in 1924. 

His parents, Walter Davis Hunter and 
the former Marianne Lee, named their 
youngest child after his maternal grand- 
father, Lubin Lee. Friends and family 
would end up calling him Nip or Nippy, 
as the baby of the family he was always 
running behind his big brother, Earl. 

His father was a gardener and laborer 
on several wealthy East End estates. 
When he served in World War I, his 
citizenship was listed as “alien friendly 
to the United States,” according to the 
Hunter family. His mother worked as a 
domestic. 

Hunter began his education at the 
one-room Little Schoolhouse on Shin- 
necock, before attending Southampton 
High School, where he was a star scho- 
lastic athlete. He served as the captain 
of the cross-country track team and 
set the record for the fastest mile at the 
school. He often said, “That was easy 
because we had to walk everywhere!” 

He was awarded a scholarship to at- 
tend Ohio State University, but, without 
the money for the application fee for the 
school, he went to work after high school 
graduation in 1936. He worked on both 
the USS Iowa and the USS Missouri 
battleships at the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 

He enlisted in the U.S. Army Air 
Corps aviation cadet program. His mili- 
tary records show service from 1938 
to 1946, with active duty from 1943 to 
1946. He served as.a navigator gunner 
and pilot on B-17 Flying Fortress bomb- 
ers, before there was an Air Force, in 
the Pacific Arena during the war. He 
earned the rank of corporal. 

One of more than 44,000 Native 


Americans who served during the war, a 
higher rate than any other ethnic group, 
according to a 2015 Newsday profile, he 
was listed as white and served in an all- 
white unit, as there was no category for 
Native Americans. 

“It’s nothing to talk about,” he said 
during an oral history recorded in 2014 
that was noted in Newsday. “I'd seen 
enough of the horror we had done, and 
that’s something I'll regret all my life.” 

After the war, he went to Brooklyn 
College on the GI Bill and earned a bach- 
elor’s degree in 1953, all while working 
as a social worker at the New York City 
Department of Social Services. It was 
during this time that Hunter was de- 
nied housing in the newly established 
suburb of Levittown, built for returning 
veterans and their families. 

Despite the segregation he faced, he 
was able to use the GI Bill. to obtain a 
mortgage for his first house in the Bais- 
ley Park section of Jamaica, Queens. 
While residing there, Hunter estab- 
lished the Baisley Park Community 
League, a civic association that helped 
to create a desirable family community. 

Most of his career was spent work- 
ing for the New York Housing Author- 
ity, and he oversaw public housing in 
Queens and Brooklyn. Through his 
management role, he advocated for fair 
and adequate housing for low socioeco- 
nomic communities. 

While New York City Mayor Rob- 
ert Wagner was in office, and during 
Governor Nelson Rockefeller’s admin- 
istration, he worked towards commu- 
nity empowerment alongside William 
Booth, a civil rights leader who would 
chair New York City’s Commission on 
Human Rights in the late 1960s, his 
family said. 

He was honored many times over 
for his advocacy work. In 1956, he was 
awarded the Phi Beta Sigma Fraternity 
Honorary Social Action Achievement 
Award. 

In the midst. of the novel coronavi- 
rus pandemic in 2020, Hunter turned 
103, and the community and his family 
celebrated him with a-drive-by parade. 
He was presented with a proclamation 
from the Village of Southampton. 

Hunter was also a Master Mason in 
the Hiram Lodge No. 23 since 1955 and 
was a lifelong member of the Free Ma- 
sons. 

He retired from the Housing Author- 
ity in 1973. Never one to rest, he took a 
job with the Internal Revenue Service 
in Manhattan as a claims examiner un- 
til the 1980s. 


Hunter met his first wife, Regina Lois 
Hillberry, through his grandmother 
and they married in December 1940. 
They had two children, Renee Chris- 
tina and Lubin Michael. The marriage 
ended in divorce. - 

Through his cousin and her friend, 
he met Elaine Bennett, whom he mar- 
ried in March of 1949. They had two 
children, Wickham John and Roberta 
Octavia. The couple raised their four 
children in Queens and moved to 
Hempstead in 1969. 

The family spent summers on the 
Shinnecock Territory, where the Hunt- 
ers planned to retire. They were building 
a house when he was widowed in 1987. 

After his wife’s death, Hunter moved 
to his house on Shinnecock, where he 
quickly became involved in community 
work. He became an elder at the Shin- 
necock Presbyterian Church, served as 
director of: the Senior Nutrition Pro- 
gram, and he was also elected a member 
of the Shinnecock Tribal Council, serv- 
ing as a chair on the health committee 
and on the advisory board for the Shin- 
necock Family Preservation Center. 

“Lubin was always active in organiz- 
ing, planning and working successful 
annual Shinnecock Powwows through- 
out the years,” his family wrote. “He 
worked in the counting house, greeted 
visitors at the gate, parked cars, di- 
rected traffic and hosted bide: tribal 
people in his home.” 

Hunter attended rallies and appeared 
in court for all the proceedings involv- 
ing the advancement of the Shinnecock 
Nation’s land rights and the successful 
efforts to achieve federal recognition. In 
recent years, he stood in solidarity with 
others for the Nation’s right to erect 
electronic billboards on Sunrise High- 
way on the Nation’s territory. 

His photograph appeared on the 
signs in memoriam after he passed. 

For well over a decade, he also proud- 
ly helped with Southampton Village’s 
annual Fourth of July parade, lining up 
floats, bands and marchers. 

Then there was his beloved game of 
golf. He golfed well into his 90s, even 
competing and winning senior tourna- 
ments. Even on hot days, he could be 
found walking a course. One golfer who 
played with him a decade ago marveled 
that he not only walked the course bet- 
ter than men half his age, but that he 
would do push-ups on every tee box 
while awaiting his turn to hit. 

He learned to play the game as a teen 
while caddying at Shinnecock Hills Golf 
Club. At the 2018 US Open at the club,

he got to meet and spend time with 
Tiger Woods, whose career he had fol- 
lowed from the beginning. 

His love of the sport led him to be 
one of the founders of the Shinnecock 
Golfers Association, which provides 
scholarships, community service op- 
portunities and sponsors family events 
and activities. 

‘Hunter would play anywhere he could. 
He traveled the world — Hawaii, Scot- 


land and Canada — with clubs in tow. © 


He spent a lot of time at Indian Island 
in Riverhead, Southampton Golf Course 
and Shinnecock Hills, and traveled 
down south with members of the Shin- 
necock Golfers Association to compete 
in tournaments as a senior. He won more 
than two dozen trophies and plaques. 
But, Hunter’s greatest love was his 
family. “He attended every graduation 
recital, sporting event and special occa- 
sion of his children, grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren,” his family said. 
Hunter is survived by his daugh- 


ter Renee Hunter of Harlem, his son 


Wickham Hunter of Shinnecock and 
his daughter Roberta Hunter of Shin- 
necock. Ten grandchildren, 15 great- 
grandchildren and six great-great- 
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grandchildren also survive, as do a host _ 


of nephews, cousins and extended fam- 
ily in the Native community from New 
York to Hawaii. 

In addition to his wife, Elaine, he was 
predeceased by his eldest son, Michael 
“Tree” Hunter, who died in 2018, and 
his older brother Earl D. Hunter. 

A funeral service was held at the 
Shinnecock Presbyterian Church on 
Friday, January 21, with the Reverend 
Michael F. Smith officiating. A commu- 
nity burial followed at the Shinnecock 
Cemetery. A private visitation was held 
for him at Brockett Funeral Home in 
Southampton.

David Sterling: 


To serve 
and Protect

ior David Sterling, president and CEO of 
SterlingRisk Insurance, it’s always been about 
connecting with people and helping them. 

But, Sterling’s path to building one of the largest 
national insurance brokers and a leading provider 
of risk management services and employee benefits, 
wasn't always clear. 

“My dream early on was to become a clinical psy- 
chologist, I loved that world,” Sterling recalls. “I was 
very interested in connecting with people and help- 
ing them.” 

Sterling, who owns a home in Westhampton, at- 
tended the University of Wisconsin at Madison and 
majored in psychology. But, in a very short time, he 
realized he wasn’t a good fit for the field since he was 
“too concrete,” and psychology is a “very subjective 
field.” 

Although Sterling was disappointed by this real- 
ization, it also helped open his eyes to an alternate 
career path, to possibly work in his family’s insur- 
ance business, which began life as the Central Un- 
derwriters Agency, opened in 1932 by Sterling’s 
grandfather and located on Park Avenue in New York 
City. 

“I thought insurance was an interesting field,” 
Sterling says, as it would allow him the opportunity 
to explore various fields from construction and real 
estate to finance, and maybe one would pique his 
interest. 

And, that’s exactly what happened. While still 
in Wisconsin, he switched his degree to insurance 
and then after moving to Long Island and finishing 
his degree in finance at Hofstra University, Sterling 
joined the family business in 1978. 

“I realized the business I loved most actually was 
insurance, because it enabled me to connect with 
many different people in various businesses,” he 
says, adding, “You're protecting people by provid- 


ing them with coverage they can afford and still help , 


them. ... It’s what I always wanted.” 

Fast-forward to 42 years later, and Sterling has a 
“career I was made for and didn’t even know it.” 

Today, SterlingRisk Insurance has eight locations 
from New York to Florida and provides clients with 
business insurance, consulting and personal insur- 
ance in a variety of industries from architecture and 
aviation to restaurants and retail. 

But, more than anything, Sterling says that among 
his most prominent accomplishments is assembling 
a team of professionals who have helped build the 
now 90-year-old company. 

“You can’t get the type of growth we've enjoyed 
without the right people,” he says.

Sterling also points to the company’s development 
of “some of the most creative wpa products in 
the industry in the past 40 years.” 

He says that since 2009, the company ve tripled 
in growth, with most of that being orgie as op- 
posed to acquisitions. 


“Our growth is across the board and not attrib-— 


uted to any one area, except for maybe real estate, 
which has grown well in New York over the years.” 

He credits his wife, Mona, for some of that growth. 

“My wife is a real estate developer. ... I met her 
in 1996 and much of the company’s spectacular 
growth started then,” he says. “A great deal of what 
I’ve been able to accomplish has been because of 
her.” : 

He adds that the company helped to pioneer sell- 
ing the first online insurance policies, back in the 
days when Western Union was still using its Telex 
system, predating the internet: 

“We sold some of the very first insurance policies 
online,” he recalls. 

Asked how the ongoing pandemic has affected the 
company, Sterling says he’s remained flexible since 
the beginning. 

“I was following the events in China from the start 
and made the early decision to be flexible and let my 
team work the way they’re most comfortable and felt 
safest.” 

He says the pandemic had some pe arts con- 
sequences, such as.“exposing people to a lifestyle few 


knew existed,” allowing people to get things done at 
home while still working and remaining productive. 

“Tm not making any demands on employees to 
come back to the office ... people can use a hybrid 
model, couple days in office and then at home,” Ster- 
ling explains. 

“In many ways, I’m not the leader,” he says. I’m 
following my employees.” 

Sterling’s philanthropic life is centered mainly 
around donating and volunteering with AIPAC 
(American Israeli Public Affairs Committee) and the 
UJA Federation. 

He explains that he supports the organizations 
to help combat the ongoing societal problem of 
antisemitism, or persecution of Jews. 

“Through a combination of my own personal feel- 
ings, as well as history and facts, Jews continue to 
be one of the most persecuted groups in the world 
throughout history,” he says. “It just feels right to 
me ... to help Jews who need it and also to build 
bridges between the Jewish community and other 
racial, religious and ethnic groups, as well as to help 
strengthen the U.S.-Israeli alliance. 

Sterling also serves on numerous charitable 
boards and gives to a wide range of organizations, 
such as Habitat for Humanity, which builds housing 
for the homeless. 

“Because these issues affect all of us,” he adds.
